A  LAND  BSTTLEMENT  P&OBLKM 


The  problem  of  repeated  drought  condltion.s 
In  the  wlieat  areas  of  the  Prairie  Provinces  i.s 
making  the  question  of  finding  a  solution  for  the 
Industry  more  insistent  This  year  there  are 
parched  wheat  fields  in  Southern  Manitoba  and 
Saskatchewan.  It  has  meant,  from  time  to  time, 
that  the  taxpayers  have  had  to  come  to  the  relief 
of  the  farmers  because  of  visitations  of  Provi- 
dence. The  fact  is  that  on  the  southern  front  of 
the  Prairie  Provinces  there  is  always  serious 
danger  of  drought.  It  Is  a  matter  now  engaging
